In 1936, the Steelworkers Organizing Committee of the CIO 
was organized and less than a year later — March 2, 1937, the C I O 
and the United States Steel Corporation joined to sign the first contract 
in the history of "'Big Steel'' in America. 

This initial contract called for a $5 per day minimum wage, 
a 40-hour work week and time and one-holf for overtime work. 

Frank Grider was the first Gary sub-district director, serving 
from 1937 to 1943. Early day leaders of the first locals in the Gary 
district were John Mayerick, Joe Goin, Edward Ennis & John Normand. 

Grider was succeeded by Joe Goin as sub-district director and 
in 1948 Orval J. Kincaid succeeded Goin and continues in that capacity 
today. He is assisted by John Truchan, Paul Nave and Oscar Leonard. 

Presidents of the 15 Gary locals today are: John Mayerick, 
Gary Works; Glen B. Calhoun, Gary Screw and Bolt; Joseph Rusich, 
Gary Sheet and Tin; A. J. Palmowski, American Bridge company;

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The Story of Gory—Magic City of Steel 


By ED BRENNAN 

In Gary to address the Founders* Day banquet officially 
launching the Gary Golden Jubilee on March 12, 1956, the 
President of United States Steel Corporation, Mr. Clifford 
F. Hood, said: 

“Gary and U. S. Steel grew up together.” 

They did indeed. The corporation was only three years 
old when it began to plan the establishment of a steel plant 
that would result in the building of Gary, the Magic City of 
Steel. 

It was in 1901 that J. Pierpont Morgan, the financial 
genius, with the help of a onetime Wheaton, Ill., judge 
named Elbert H. Gary, and Andrew Carnegie*s right bower, 
young Charley Schwab, effected the prodigious combination 
of steel mills, iron mills, ore fields, tube mills, sheet mills, 
tin plate companies, railroads, shipping companies, coal 
mines, coke ovens — all under the single roof of a new cor¬ 
poration — United States Steel. 

It was capitalized for $1,404,000,000. Men reeled at the 
contemplation of such a sum. The age of Big Capital had 
truly arrived. 

The big joke of that year had a schoolroom background. 
Teacher asks: 

“Johnnie, who made the world?** 

Little Johnnie answers: 

“God made the world in 4,004 B.C., and it was reor¬ 
ganized in 1901 by J. P. Morgan.** 

In the new corporation Schwab was the president, the 
operating genius and No. 1 man, but chief counsel was 
Judge Gary who had unlimited influence with Morgan, 
whom he had warmed up for the U. S. Steel merger by 
first talking him into consolidating John (Bet a Million) 
Gates’ Illinois Steel company with Milwaukee Iron com¬ 
pany and the E. J. and E. railroad to form Federal Steel 
company. Gary was president of Federal Steel when it 
became part of the new industrial colossus — U. S. Steel. 

Schwab stayed only three years, then struck out inde¬ 
pendently to organize another giant — Bethlehem Steel. He 
had produced miracles for the U. S. Steel corporation and 
in 1902 earned $2 million in salary and bonuses, but he did 
not get along too well with Judge Gary on whom Morgan 
relied to checkrein the irrepressible Schwab. 

Schwab left and U. S. Steel had a new president — 
William E. Corey, onetime common laborer in the mills at 
Braddock, former superintendent of Caregie’s Homestead 
works and inventor of a steel hardening process. But while 
Corey was president of U. S. Steel, Judge Gary’s position 
had been enhanced, too. He was named to the new position 
of chairman of the board of directors with tremendous over¬ 
all authority. 

The.se were events of 1903. With this topside reorganiza¬ 
tion accomplished and E. J. Buffington at the helm of sub¬ 
sidiary Illinois SU^el company, these men of singular acu-

men were prepared in 1904 to turn their genius to a project 
worthy of the biggest corporation in the world. 

They were determined that with the tremendous capital 
at their disposal they would build a new and modern steel 
mill in which would be embodied all the new methods of 
manufacture, the production shortcuts and operating econ¬ 
omies which existing plants could not utilize. 

They would replace steam power with electricity. 

The bessemer process of making steel then was being 
outmoded by the open hearth process, the manufacture of 
coke at the mines was found to be wasteful, since important 
by-products were being lost. Giant-sized blast furnaces were 
found to be inferior to blasts of more conservative size. 

These were among the lessons established mills had 
learned but could not put into practice — they had no place 
to build. Federal’s Illinois Steel company was in the heart 
of Chicago, in the heart of a midwest market of 28 million 
people, but Illinois Steel could not expand. The city of 
Chicago demurred even at its use of made land in Lake 
Michigan, filled with furnace slag and waste. 

A new plant in virgin territory where land would be 
plentiful and cheap was the answer, and Judge Gary, once 
a site had been chosen, acted with characteristic dispatch, 
to set his plans in motion. It took about two years to get 
the land he wanted and to draw up plans.

These were big men, these captains of industry, and 
they made big plans. They planned the biggest steel mill in 
the world at the most southern tip of Lake Michigan, and 
when D-Day came they moved fast on a project that stag¬ 
gered and yet captured the imagination of the nation. Sixty 
million dollars was earmarked for a project that eventually 
cost about 100 million dollars. 

First there was the question of a name. E. J. Buffington, 
president of Illinois Steel company which was in general 
charge of the new plant job, suggested the new city be 
named for Judge Gary. However, the postoffice department 
foresaw trouble. 

There was a Gary in Maryland and in a scrawling hand 
the abbreviation of Maryland, would look like much the ab¬ 
breviation of Indiana. Also, there was a Cary, Ill. No, 
there would be too much confusion. The name Gary was 
turned down. 

Then the name Corey was suggested, honoring the 
president of U. S. Steel. But U. S. Senator A. J. Hopkins 
went to bat again for the name “Gary” and this time 

U. S. Senator A. J. Hopkins went to bat and this time 
the postoffice department consented. Time came when the 
non-English speaking immigrants piling into the new city 
were to be briefed as to their destination by a single phrase. 
Always they asked as they made their way across the 
country — for the magic town of “Indiana Gary.” 

Judge Gary and his fellow planners left nothing to 
chance. They left no margin for error. The bed of the Grand 
Calumet river would have to be changed, the lake shore line 
would have to be filled, and a harbor built. The Indiana 
legislature and the federal Congress were pressed for the 
necessary authorization. When congress, then in an anti¬ 
trust mood, showed signs of hesitancy, the city’s planners 
went to the war department and got approval of their plans. 

Then on March 8, 1906, the first U. S. Steel party came 
to Gary for a preview of their labors. In the party were the 
Knotts Brothers, A. F. and Tom, from Hammond, who had 
been instrumental in getting the site. There was the late 
Ralph Rowley, then a South Chicago works engineer who 
had been preparing plans for a large railroad yards without 
knowing where it would be, but who suddenly was assigned 
as chief construction engineer for both railroad yards and 
the entire plant at Gary. 

On March 12, Rowley with Engineer Thomas Cutler 
began the actual surveys of the plant site. By March 25 the 
surveys were completed and over-night the building of the 
plant was begun. Arnold Wyatt, a teaming and grading 


contractor, with crews of workmen joined the engineers 
on March 26, establishing camp near the Calumet Heights 
“station.” Long barn-like structures called after-their color 
“Red Onions” eventually were built as barracks near the 
present entrance to Gary Works, to shelter the workers, 
and A. P. Melton began the actual surveys of the plant 
site. By March 25 the surveys were completed and over¬ 
night the building of the plant was begun. Arnold Wyatt, 
a teaming and grading contractor, with crews of workmen 
joined the engineers on March 26, establishing camp near 
the Calumet Heights “station.” Long barn-like structures 
called after their color “Red Onions” eventually were built 
as barracks near the present entrance to Gary Works, to 
shelter the workers. 

It was on March 28, 1906, that Wyatt’s men began 
actual excavationsxfor the blast furnaces and harbor. 

One of the men who watched the work said years later: 

“How simple it was to watch the work on pne June day 
in 1906, as men with teams, scrapers, wagons and shovels 
labored at leveling and clearing away the dunes of sand, 
filling in the marshy ponds, cutting the trees and bushes. 
They worked with everything from wheelbarrows to steam 
shovels, and the dunes were leveled and marshes filled in as 
quickly as possible.” 

Big is the word for the work that had to be done. The 
first plans called for the construction of sixteen blast furn¬ 
aces, 56 open hearths, accessory finishing mills, a rail mill, 
plate mill, a structural mill, and a mill for making bar steel. 
It was estimated that the capacity of these units would be 
approximately 2,500,000 tons annually. 

The tasks were gargantuan but they were carried out— 

The mill site had to be elevated to an average of 15 
feet by pumping sand from the bed of Lake Michigan 
through suction pumps and spreading it over the wide ter¬ 
rain. Towering hills of sand had to be pulled down into 
sloughs and valleys. The shifting of these hills was con)- 
parable in cubic yardage to the peak movements at the 
Panama canal which was then under con.struction. 

The bed of the Calumet river had to be moved 100 
yards and straightened for nearly two miles. A water tunnel 
had to be dug through hard clay 80 feet underground and 
three miles in length, extending for one mile into the lake. 
Five pumps, each with a capacity of 5 million gallons a day, 
had to be installed. 

Tracks of three railroads had to be moved and elevated. 

A harbor had to be built for which a 5,500 foot canal, 
23 feet deep and 250 feet wide, and a turning basin 750 feet 
across, were required. To protect the inner harbor, an outer 
breakwater had to be built, almost a mile in length, con¬ 
structed in 50 feet of water with a crib 30 feet wide at the 
top, and as much as 125 feet at the bottom. 

More than 120 miles of railroad tracks had to be laid 
within the plant proper, including more than 50 miles of 
yard tracking. 

By midsummer of 1906, all these projects were under 
way. In a sandy wasteland, a great steel mill was taking 
shape.

On March 4, 1908, the 'GARY NATIONAL/' 
then known as the GARY STATE BANK, opened 
for business. By November 27 , 1908 total 
resources had reached the huge sum of 
$289,233.76. 


Through the trying times of the early 30's, 
this bank gave uninterrupted service to 
the community ond even managed to 
grow in size. 

On July 15, 1937 the GLEN PARK branch 
was established. 

This was followed by the Centrol branch 
which opened December 2, 1939. 

The Gory State Bank became the Gary 
National Bank, August 18, 1943. 

As the economy of the area stepped-up 
the following branches came into exist¬ 
ence in rapid succession.

"A.F." Was One Man 


Who Could Change 
Judge Garys Mind 


Next to Judge Elbert H. Gary, the man who was 
most influential in the founding of Gary was a Hammond 
man of parts, A. F. Knotts, who more than once was able 
to change the mind of the doughty U. S. Steel corporation 
boss. And it was A. F. Knotts, who had been mayor of 
Hammond from 1902 to 1904, who talked his brother, 
Thomas, into coming to Gary, where he became the head 
of government and mayor from the time of first incorpora¬ 
tion (1906) until 1914. 

Tom Knotts had been for years a night sergeant of 
police in Hammond and for a while police commissioner. 
Like many others of the founders of Gary, these were well 
educated men. Both were graduates of Valparaiso univer¬ 
sity in Porter county where the Knotts family homestead 
was located. A. F. Knotts was a graduate engineer as well 
as lawyer. Tom, possesed of an adventuresome spirit, had 
taught school to the Indians under government contract 
in the Dakota reservations. He spoke Sioux and several 
other dialects. 

“A. F.” had been Porter county surveyor before he 
moved to Hammond to concentrate on his law practice. As 
surveyor he knew well every bog and dune in this area, 
knowledge that was to serve him well when it came time 
to dissuade Judge Gary from building U. S. Steel’s big new 
plant farther north on Lake Michigan, in Illinois. 

Here is A. F. Knotts’ own account of his early con¬ 
nections with the steel corporation and the founding of 
Gary, written in his own words: 

“Early in 1904, and for some time theretofore I was 
attorney for the United States Steel Corporation and its 
many subsidiaries. I received a request from Judge Elbert 
Gary, then president of the Managing Board of Directors 
of said corporation, to come to New York for a conference 
with him. 

“On arriving there, he said: *As you know, we have 
many plants, some of them quite large. All of them have 
been built up by us in additions. None of them is very 
ideally located, and they are not very efficient. We are 
thinking of building a new plant from the ground up. An 
ideal plant, modern and up-to-date, and in keeping with 
our accumulated surpluses and experience. I would like to 
have you help us select a location.’

“I asked him, ‘where?’ and he said, Tn the west. In the 
Lake Michigan country.’ I asked him how much money 
they expected to spend upon the plant and he said. Many 
millions.’ I asked him if he had any particular place in 
view and he said, ‘No, except I am somewhat acquainted 
around Waukegan and I know a site there that I thought 
might be available. I wish you would go and look it over 
quite carefully and report to me your conclusions and 
reasons for same.’ 

“After making my examination and thinking about 
the matter of a proper location for such an immense plant 
as he proposed, I went back to New York and reported. I 
said, ‘TTie location is too congested. You would at once be¬ 
come a part of an old, settled, and well established com¬ 
munity and your environments would be much the same 
as they are at your other plants, which I consider bad. 
Besides, Waukegan is too far up around the lake. Even 
Chicago is twenty miles too far north. Waukegan is still 
farther north and would in my opinion be a, worse mistake 
for you to make and would eventually cost you millions in 
transportation. Why not take advantage of the still un¬ 
occupied lands of the southern extremity of Lake Michigan, 
where is the greatest tide of transportation in the world?’ 

“Judge Gary then said, T understand the lands there 
are held by wealthy men and large corporations, in large 
tracts. Do you think we could purchase sufficient lands 
there at reasonable prices?’ 

“I said, Tt is said that every man has his price, which 
I doubt, but there is no question but what the holders of 
large tracts of unoccupied lands would sell them, at a good 
price, and when one purchases lands for business or indus¬ 
trial purpose, he does not purchase the lands, but the 
location.’

Tom Knotts Writes Own Story 
Of Gary's Founding 


i (Mrs. John Bowors of Gary who wos iu»t l-yoor-old Hazol Knotts whon 

/ hor poronts, Mr. and Mrs. Tom Knotts, brought tho family to livo in a font 

on whot wos collod Euclid ovonuo in Gory in 1906 (the site was close to 
the present South Shore depot) hos preserved o by-lined story her father 
wrote for one of the Chicogo newspapers mony years ogo, in which he 
describes his port in the start of Gory. 

(Tom Knotts, whose son, John, later was to become Gory city clerk 
and Lake county sheriff and treasurer — he now lives in Milwaukee — was 
o newspaperman in addition to his mony other avocations, not the least of 
which was terrific ability as a real estate salesman. Tom published a paper 
in Hammond in 1894, colled the Populist-Lobor, which gave lively coverage 
I to the great railroad strike of that era. Later, Tom founded the Gary Post 

in the height of his bitter campaign for mayor in 1909. 

(The following is Journalist Knotts' story of Gary's founding as it 
appeared April 17, 1913, in the old Chicogo Examiner:) 

GARY'S FIRST MAYOR TELLS CITY'S HISTORY 
By Thomas E. Knotts 

It was on the morning of April 18, 1906, that we got 
off the Michigan Central train at Tolleston to walk through 
the wooded sand hills to the northeastern part of Calumet 
township. We had come from Hammond and the object of 
our trip was to get the new city started. 

In the party besides myself were my brother, A. F. 
Knotts, former mayor of Hammond; Fred Gastel and Mr. 
Bick, a photographer. Because of the presence of Mr. Bick 
we now have the pictures of Gary's starting. 

We got well toward the lake and the Lake Shore tracks 
when A. F. who had been appointed property agent of the 
U. S. Steel Corporation and in charge of its work at the 
unnamed town site, suggested that the first requisites for 
the new settlers would be a site for tents and good drink* 
ing water. That day we located a spot for the first well. 

While we were there some workmen sent out by the 
Lake Shore railroad started unloading cinders for the new 
depot. Mr. Bick took pictures of that operation too. A spot 
on the south bank of the Grand Calumet river then in its

'H'his country should look upon the golden annnersary 
of Cary as something more than a milestone of local growth 
and progress. 

"The people of the United States should regard Gary's 
Golden Jubilee as an occasion to reflect on the magnificent 
contribution this city has made to our natiorud growth and 
progress. 

'The unmatchahle production of steel in this one city 
during the last half-century has done more than contribute 
to the material advancement of the American people, who 
now enjoy the highest standard of living in all history. 

"Gary's steel production has also been a vital factor tn 
the protection of American spiritual and political freedom, 
when that freedom was twice imperiled by World wars. 

"Yes, this great city of steel production deserves a 
national salute for its role in increasing the safety atid com- 
fort of living in America, and for its part in safeguarding 
our constitutional liberty . . 


The above is the statement of Roger M. Blough, chair¬ 
man of the board of directors of United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration and successor to the late Judge Elbert H. Gary 
both as head of U. S. Steel and in his concern for the 
Magic City that steel built. 

U. S. Steel is no longer Gary’s only industry, but its 
five subsidiaries certainly dominate Gary’s economic life. 

Erwin Crewe Rosenau, executive director of the Gary 
Chamber of Commerce, estimates there are about 72,000 


breadwinners in Gary, including teachers, clerks, pro¬ 
fessional people, government workers, construction work¬ 
ers, etc., and that combined they have a total personal 
income just under $300 million a year. 

Gary’s industrial workers total about 40,000 and better 
than 32,000 of them work for U. S. Steel or one of the 
subsidiaries — Universal Atlas Cement, American Bridge, 
E. J. & E. Railroad or National Tube. 

Therefore, any review of the economy of Gary must 
consist in large part of an account of the accomplishments 
of “Big Steel.’’ 

Blough recently announced that Gary steel works now 
stands as the plant that has poured more steel than any 
other steel plant in the world — 170 million tons almost 
on the nose. The pouring of the 170,000,000th ton is ex¬ 
pected to be a feature of the Golden Jubilee celebration. 

The year 1909 was the first year in which steel was 
produced at Gary Works. Since that year, the annual out¬ 
put of Gary Works has increased almost twelvefold — 
from 573,000 tons of ingots in 1909 to a current high of 
more than 6^ million tons. And Blough has announced 
plans for improvements that will bring the total of annual 
ingot capacity to almost 8 million tons! 

During the period that Gary Works’ output was in¬ 
creased twelvefold, the city’s population increased by the 
same ratio, from 13,000 toward the close of 1909 to today’s 
157,000. U. S. Steel’s employment in those years increased 
from 6,800 to today’s 32,000 plus. It has not been below 
30,000 in the last decade. 

Also during this period the Steel Corporation payroll 
has increased 33 Vi times over, from less than $5V^ million 
in 1909 to $180 million last year.

Marion is considered to be a fair-sized Indiana 
city and population center. 

However, Erwin Crewe Rosenau, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Gary Chamber of Commerce, cites statistics 
to prove that Gary in the last 10 years has had more 
resident births than Marion had total population in 
the 1950 census — approximately 32,000. 

Rosenau specified resident births—recorded births 
of babies whose parents actually live in Gary. He 
says that many estimates of Gary’s present population 
are exaggerated because births in Gary hospitals of 
non-resident families are counted as a factor. 

While a special Gary census has been requested 
by Mayor Peter Mandich, the Chamber executive has 
consistently maintained a conservative estimate of 
Gary’s population at 157.000. "Only by counting 
colonies of people living a block or two outside the 
city limits can you justify estimates that range as 
high as 165,000.’* he says. 

The 1950 census listed Gary’s population at 
133,941. ‘‘We barely edged past Fort Wayne to be¬ 
come the No. 2 city in the state," says Rosenau, ‘‘but 
in the pext census we will leave Fort Wayne far be¬ 
hind in the standings."

Many Start, Only P-T Survives 
Gary Newspaper Scramble 

Newspapering in Gary had lusty beginnings. Out of 
a dozen papers that were started during Gary’s rough and 
brawling pioneer era, only the Post and the Tribune sur¬ 
vived, up to the time of their consolidation. 

Just as the word of Gary’s building attracted adven¬ 
turous workmen and businessmen here from all parts of the 
country, so there flocked to the infant Steel City a host of 
opportunity-seeking newsmen. 

The Post-Tribune represents a continuation of the first 
daily newspaper published in Gary. The Tribune, founded 
as a weekly in 1907, became a daily on Labor Day, 1908. 

The Gary Post was established as a daily in 1909. It was on 
July 11, 1921, that the Post and the Tribune were con¬ 
solidated. J. R. and H. B. Snyder, brothers who had owned 
and operated the Post since March 1, 1910, in 1921 
obtained control of the Tribune from Edward C. Toner, 
Anderson newspaperman who had shortly before purchased 
Homer J. Carr’s interests in the same paper. 

When the papers were combined, the new issue was 
published in the old PoA building until Tribune offices at 
5th and Washington were enlarged. The Post building was 
at 20 W. 5th. Publication continued at 5th and Washington 
until the new half-million dollar Post-Tribune building 
at 4th and Broadway was completed in 1927. 

Owners of the Post-Tribune are now preparing for 
construction of a new building on Broadway, north of 11th 
Avenue, and are presently so cramped for quarters that 
certain departments have been temporarily moved to the 
building at 628 Washington St. 

At present a number of weeklies are published in the 
Gary area, the oldest being the Gary American, whose 
editor-publisher, Henry Whitlock, carries on for his father, 

A. B. Whitlock, a former city councilman who founded the 
paper.

His son, F. Charles Geisen continued to serve the com¬ 
munity until his retirement a few years ago. 

In 1932, Herbert F. Geisen, son of F. Charles Geisen 
brought the Geisen Service to the rapidly growing city of 
Gary. 

He and his wife, Edna established a business at 3805 
Adams Street. They have grown and expanded with the 
community and are still serving Gary and the surrounding 
territory from their original location.

Survey Crews Are Lodged 
In Lake Side Gun Club 

Ralph E. Rowley, in charge of the very first engineer¬ 
ing work on the site of Gary, died in 1940. He had also 
served 25 years in the Gary city council. After his death 
there was found among Rowley’s effects at the steel mill 
offices a diary in which he recorded early day events. 

In this pioneer’s journal Rowley wrote: 

“My first visit to what is now the city of Gary was on 
March 8, 1906, a Thursday. I was in the company of G. G. 
Thorp, vice president of Illinois Steel; W. A. Field, general 
superintendent of South Works; A. B. Neuman, chief me¬ 
chanical engineer of Illinois Steel; A. F. Knotts and Thomas 
Knotts. 

“We left South Works in the company’s private car via 
the E. J. and E., B. and O., and the Indiana Harbor Belt 
railroads. We viewed the future site for several hours and 
returned to South Works. 

“Following this trip I proceeded to purchase equipment 
and to organize an engineering force, which was completed 
the following Saturday. That night my friends held a ban¬ 
quet in my honor at the old Sherman Hotel in Chicago. 

“On Monday morning, March 12, 1906, we proceeded to 
what is now Gary over the B. and O., arriving at the sta¬ 
tion of Calumet Heights. This stop was for members of the 
Calumet Heights club, located on the shores of Lake Michi¬ 


gan, north of the Grand Calumet river and about 1,000 feet 
east of the present Gary harbor. 

“The club members occupied about 15 buildings, in¬ 
cluding cottages, clubhouse, dormitory and keeper’s house, 
with dining room attached. The boathouse keeper and game 
master occupied a place about one mile southeast of the 
main clubhouse (west of the present Gary Works by¬ 
products building) in low land between two dunes on the 
west shore of the Grand Calumet river. 

“The caretaker was William Shearer and game master 
was a man named Blocki.” 

After their arrival March 12, continued Rowley, “we 
were met by Shearer and conveyed in a lumber wagon to 
our quarters in the large dormitory. The weather that day 
was of the Michigan variety, a lot of snow together with 
high winds. 

“On the following days we were busy establishing a 
location for tracks for the construction of the harbor, the 
blast furnaces and the open hearth buildings.” 

Grading and clearing of the land began next day — 
March 27, according to Rowley. 

Next, three men made borings which indicated all soil 
to a depth of 40 feet below lake level was sand, and only 
clay for 60 more feet. They did not strike rock until they 
drilled 100 feet below the lake level. 

The work of construction of the giant harbor and mill 
was well under way, office quarters had been established 
in the Calumet club building, when Gary’s next significant 
development occurred. Rowley told it:

opprentice himself in the stone mason trade. 

^ He came to America in 1905 and, after one 

year in Pittsburgh, came to Gary in 1906 to Im¬ 
mediately join with his brothers. Many of his early 
works were residential but he also constructed a 
? great number of present-day Gary landmarks. Among 

these are: 

Hotel Gary, Methodist Hospital, Holy Angels' 
• Church, Palace Theater, Veterans Administration Build¬ 

ing, State Theater, the present home of the Northern 
Indiana Public Service Company, Lew Wallace School, 
and additions to Sears Roebuck and Roosevelt School. 

The company today is directed by Marcello 
Gerometta's two sons, Robert, who assumed manage¬ 
ment in 1948, and Arthur, who joined his brother 
last year upon return from the armed forces.

Chairman Dedicates Jubilee

(EDITOR'S NOTE: On April 26 at a Froebel school assembly, Robert M. 
Dering, president of the Gary Golden Jubilee corporation, delivered the 
following address which is here reproduced as a fitting dedication of this 
book to Gary's future and the young men and women who will shape its 
destiny.)

In 1922 a ''Means Brothers" sign was tacked over the door of o tor paper shock located on o sand lot at 2127 
Washington Street. This began a struggling business which hoped to build houses and sell real estate. The growth of 
Means Brothers, like the growth of Gary, has been almost phenomenal. 

Mr. Andrew Means in the 20's sold through a Gary realtor; building was almost a side line, since he had to 
work full time in the steel mills, so as to sustain himself, his wife, and his new business. With an office staff made up of 
him and his wife, Katie, the business was in dire need of financial backing. Finally in the late 20's Means Brothers, through 
nerve and perseverance, built about thirty modest homes scattered throughout Midtown. 

During depression years In the 30's, since building was limited to remodeling and reconditioning, Mr. Means worked 
as a city engineer during the day; in after hours in his office he sought to secure H. O. L. C. loans for people about 
to lose their homes. 

The dawn of the 40's enabled Means Brothers to begin on a wide scale the development of whole communities where 
sandy barrenness had once covered acres of Midtown land. Local and area lending institutions had begun to listen to 
Andrew Means's dream of finer neighborhoods for the Negroes of Gary. 

Below are listed the six communities built since 1940 by Means Brothers. 

1940-1942 - 100 FRAME BUNGALOWS - Vicinity of 4th Avo. and Arthur St. 

1941 - 1943 - SEMI - LUXURIOUS HOMES — South of 25th Avo. on Harrison St. 

1943-1945 — TWO CITY BLOCKS OF WHITE FRAME HOMES — 2600 2700 Jackson & Monroe Streets. 

1946-1949 — 150 BRICK HOMES — East of Virginia Street South of 21st Ave. 

1949 — BOOKER T. WASHINGTON TERRACE - a modern brick opartment building with 29 units. 

1949- 1955 — MEANS PARK MANOR — A Subdivision covering 6 city blocks — 149 ranch type brick 

homes from the semi-luxurious to the luxurious 19th-21st Avenues — from Harrison 
to Madison Streets. 

1955 — SECOND PARK AAANOR — West of the above will when completed have 80 ranch 

homes in brick and stone. 

By 1956 Means Brothers not only has built over 1000 homes in Gary, but also has gained the confidence of all 
the local and area lending institutions which gladly lend money to his buyers. 

Today a full time office staff of nine professionally trained people, a supervisor of building trades, and thirty-one 
sub-contractors work to build more Means homes for a growing population in a thriving town. 

Truly Means Brothers has made this "desert rejoice and blossom like the rose."

Although millions of words have been written about 
the phenomenal origin and growth of Gary, the serious 
poets who have turned their attention in our direction 
are few. 

However, one of the greatest of the great, Carl Sand¬ 
burg, was very much aware of the city back in the days 
when he was a reporter for the Chicago Daily News and 
came here on occasional assignment. 

Sandburg had already composed his famous poem in 
praise of Chicago’s rawer attributes, when he wrote “Smoke 
and Steel” which became the title poem of a volume of his 
verses published by Harcourt, Brace & Howe in 1920. 
The following is an excerpt: 

SMOKE AND STEEL 

By CARL SANDBURG 
A bar of steel — it is only 

Smoke at the heart of it, smoke and the blood of a man, 
A runner of fire ran in it, ran out, ran somewhere else. 
And left — smoke and the blood of a man 
And the finished steel, chilled and blue. 

So fire runs in, runs out, runs somewhere else again. 

And the bar of steel is a gun, a wheel, a nail, a shovel, 

A rudder under the sea, a steering-gear in the sky; 

And always dark in the heart and through it. 

Smoke and the blood of a man. 

Pittsburgh, Youngstown, Gary — they make their steel with 
men. 

And it was Sandburg . .. 

“. . . one of the early Chicago poets. 

One of the slouching underslung Chicago poets. 
Having only the savvy God gave him. 

Lacking a gat, lacking brass knuckles. 

Having one lead pencil to spare, wrote; 

THE MAYOR OF GARY 

By CARL SANDBURG 

I asked the Mayor of Gary about the 12-hour day and the 
7-day week. 

And the Mayor of Gary answered more workmen steal 
time on the job in Gary than any other place in the 
United States. 

“Go into the plants and you will see men sitting around, 
doing nothing,” said the Mayor of Gary when I asked 
him about the 12-hour day and the 7-day week. 

And he wore cool cream pants, the Mayor of Gary, and 
white shoes, and a barber had fixed him up with a 
shave and he was easy and imperturbable though the 
government weather bureau theremometer said 96 and 
children were soaking their heads at bubbling fountains 
on the street corners. 

And I said goodbye to the Mayor of Gary and I went out 
from the city hall and turned the corner into Broadway. 
And I saw workmen wearing leather shoes scuffed with 
fire and cinders, and pitted with little holes from run¬ 
ning molten steel,

SALUTE TO HER MAJESTY 

Through an avenue of flags come many gracious bearers of good will to honor HER HIGHNESS AND HER COURT. All 
bow in attendance as MISS GARY is crowned QUEEN OF THE GARY GOLDEN JUBILEE OF 1956. 


This is the story of Gary and her people . . . THE AMERICAN STORY ... an epic of courageous men and women 
who carved from a barren sandy wilderness their homes . . . and built the STEEL CITY OF GARY. 

SYNOPSIS OF SCENES 

TN THE BEGINNING" 

The Gary story begins with the historic American Indian, its first inhabitants. Here lived the Pottawatomies, a great tribe 
of the Algonquin nation, called by early French explorers the “People of the Place of Fire”. They pitch their tepees on the 
shores of the lake . . . Here they pay homage to the Sun-God. . . the moon and stars. 

In this land of their fathers they hunt, feast and follow the pursuits of free children of nature . . . warring when intruded 
upon . . . closing the conflict with peace pipe. 

We glimpse an Indian village in the early part of the 17th century and see a ceremonial dance to their Great Manitou who 
dwells in the sun. 

“THE WHITE GOD COMES TO THE PLACE OF FIRE" 

Here the Red Man lived through centuries of summers and snows . . . but his way of life is soon to change. The English 
have landed on our Eastern shores . . . The French have declared themselves in possession of Canada and this territory 
. . . The Spanish encroach from the South, and the good father, Pere Marquette, arrives at the mouth of the Grand Calumet 
— now Gary Beach — to bring Christianity to the Red man of the Dunes. 

"UNDER THREE FLAGS" 

For many years the French held sway over the Indians and the flowered banner of France flys over the Dunes. France 
and England come to blows over the territory in the new world, but the Indians of the area remain loyal to the French. 
The contest now lies between the victorious British and the Red Man ! 

1775 ! . . . England tightens her grip on the Colonies ! Taxes become unbearable ! The Declaration of Independence is 
drawn up 1 The Revolutionary War rages bitterly. The flag of a New Nation flies over the lands of the Pot taw atomies, 
and the new government opens a road from Detroit through the sandy wastes to Chicago to erect a fort in the western 
wilderness. 
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THESE FEW MAY STAY" 

Civilization is moving west. The United States Government is buying up all the Indian lands in Lake County of Indiana 
. . . all, that is, except an area along the lake, which they are reserving for a few favored Pottowatomie Chiefs. 

The Government agents arrive in the area to pay for the lands they have purchased and to arrange a satisfactory division 
of the acres reserved for the chiefs who may remain among the dunes. 

"FAREWELL TO THE CALAMUS" 

A chosen few may stay . . . but the rest of the tribe must go . . . west toward the setting sun . . . away from their village 
grounds . . . across the shallow Calumet . . . down the tip of the great lake .. . into the unknown territories of Iowa, Kansas 
and Oklahoma . . . Into the strange New West, beyond the Great "Father of Waters". 

"FORGOTTEN WILDERNESS" 

With most of the Indians gone, nature holds sway in the wilderness of dunes and marshlands. Hunters and trappers from 
the south and east tramp through . . . Travelers pass on the Government Road from Detroit to Chicago . . . Covered wagons 
luniber along enroute to new homes in Indiana and Wisconsin. No one stays to battle the shifting sands and cold lake winds 
until Joseph Bailly and his large family arrive to become the first white settlers in the region and establish "Baillytown.” 




"GIBSON INN" 

Into this world of sand and wind comes Thomas and Annie Marie Gibson in 1838 to become the first settlers within what is 
now Gary’s corporate limits, and to win a certain amount of fame as its first inn-keepers. Here the stage stops for the 
convenience of its travelers for Annie Gibson "sets a good table**. Annie runs the establishment as Mr, Thomas is an 
invalid, and carries on a flourishing fur trade. The Gibson Inn is the favored spot for military personnel of the region and 
settlers come from miles around for the “socialbles" at Gary’s first hotel. 

"ON THE FRINGE OF THE FRAY" 

The Gibson Inn has burned and the Widow Gibson has moved to Chicago. The Gary area is again deserted. Beyond the dunes 
and marshes a young nation flourishes . . . then is tom apart by a war between the states ... a war from the ashes of 
which rose a great new industry . . . STEEL . . . An industry which in time is to bear the Great City of Steel . . . GARY ! 

"BALLET OF THE INLAND SEAS" 

Fountains of crystal white and sea-blue green reflect the dunes tinged with rainbow colors of the pale dawn to flaming 
sunset ... a symphonic poem of water, music, color and movement. 

"POACHERS' WAR" 

Suddenly the marshlands burst into fame across the nation ! A group of wealthy men of finance and industry from Chicago 
have established the famous Tolleston Gun Club ... a sportsman’s paradise. Settlers rely on the marshland game for food 
and fur and a feud springs up between the millionaires and the farmers and trappers of the countrysides, to end in gun 
battles . . . murders . . . imported professional sluggers to "work over’’ the natives. Investigations are made, and finally 
State Legislation is necessary to bring to an end the famous Poachers’ War. 


"THE FIRST SPARK" 

In a New York office in 1905 sits Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the executive committee of U. S. Steel and a lawyer 
friend from Chicago. U. S. Steel is in search of a location for a new and modern plant. Lawyer Knotts suggests Calumet 
Heights in Calumet Township, Lake County, Indiana ... a vast expanse of sand and marshlands with lake transporta¬ 
tion at its edge and trunk railroad lines traversing the area to the East. The suggestion is acceptable, and U. S. Steel be¬ 
gins at once to formulate plans for the Model Plant and its Model City . . . Gary . . . named after Judge Elbert H. Gary. 

"THE DAY IT ALL BEGAN" 

In March 1906, civil engineers arrive to survey and lay out the mill site and the townsite. The New York Central Railroad 
shunts in an old boxcar with "GARY” painted on it. The town now has a name and a depot and enterprising men of action, 
to cinch the matter, tack a shingle to a tree declaring to all in charcoal letters that this is "GARY", the new steel city. 

"GROWING PAINS" 

Word gets about the nation that a city is being built! In pour real estate promoters, engineers and architects . . . doctors 
. . . lawyers and merchants . . . ready to hang out shiny new shingles . . , puddlers and heaters from Pittsburgh . . . workers 
from the Ruhr Valley and from Mills in Birmingham, England . . . All before there were suitable facilities for the eager 
horde. Up goes a tarpaper shack-town to house the workers and their families and things begin to fall into place. By July, 
1906 Gary was ready for its first election. Gary is growing up . . . Gary is legally established . . . Gary is on its way in its 
spectacular career! 
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'McFADDEN'S FLATS" 

Housing is a serious problem! The workmen must be accomodated and energetic Major John McFadden gets in on the ground 
floor with the erection of a long, long, bunk house dubbed in the flats is just as harum-scarum, until Mrs. McFadden ar¬ 
rives on the scene to give the place a “proper ventilating and ridding up”. Along with Mrs. McFadden came a fat stove 
to ward off the winter chill and with its installation McFadden’s Flats plays host for Gary’s first housew^arming party for 
the whole town. 


"LAW AND ORDER" 

By September of 1906, Mr. Tom Knotts, President of the Board of Trustees, feels our town is getting too rowdy . . . too 
much out of hand. Up goes Gary’s first jail with four cells and a bull pen. Joseph D. Martin, a strapping young policeman 
from the Hammond police force is engaged as Chief of Police. He issues badges and revolvers to five huge young men and 
the new Police Force sets out to “clean up” the town. The new jail is taxed to overflowing as the offenders are hurled in 
by the wagon load by Johnny Farrel, operator of one of the saloons, at a dollar a trip. So flourishing was the town that 
a new location was selected for the city hall, but so busy were Chief Martin and his police force in their functions of law 
and order that Patrick Fitzgerald, the judge, must try his cases in the little courtroom as it moves slowly up Broadway to 
its new site. 



"STACKS AND SPIRES" 

Even as the foundations for the stacks of the steel plant are being poured, the need is growing too for the spires to house 
the worship of God. Father Thomas F. Jansen paid visits to read mass for the workers here, and in the fall of 1907 he 
formally establishes a parish and plans for the Holy Angels Cathedral begin. 

A non-denominational group meets for Sunday School in an office or the jail, led by the town clerk, Oliver Holmes. 

The Methodist organize their first church in the fall of 1906 and in March of 1907, the Reverend George E. Deuel becomes 
its first pastor. 


"STUMP SPEACH" 

With law and order and the churches established, the next step lay in the field of learning. The young Mr. O. L. Wildermuth 
is engaged to handle the teaching job. On the morning of October 1, 1906, when thirty-five eager children report for classes, 
the one room school house is still in a state of construction. Mr, Wildermuth, standing on a stump, lustily rings the bell 
the school board has given him; welcomes his students, passes out pencil tablets and dismisses them for the day and gets 
back to helping the carpenter. 


"WHERE THERE'S SMOKE" 

December 1907 . . . Gary is in desperate need for fire protection. Joseph Feely of Chicago is engaged as Fire Chief and 
sets about selecting his Fire Department. A team of horses is bought . . . someone donates an old wagon and we already 
have a two-wheel reel and a thousand feet of hose. Headquarters is in a livery stable. Applicants for jobs as firemen are 
assembled . . . tested for soundness of heart and limb . . . and are then required to run a course measured off through 
a sandy lot. Dr. Toner stands at the finish line and the first seven men to finish and stiH found to be physically fit are 
hired. A series of pistol shots heralds the first fire alarm . . . and the new company is off in a cloud of dust to its first fire. 
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"FIRST CELEBRATION" 

Gary has been too busy working overtime and suffering through its growing pains to do much but work. But it declares its 
own first holiday for a huge celebration on July 23, 1908. This date marked the formal opening of the Industrial Harbor 
and the arrival of the first iron ore for the mills. Mary Louise Gleason, young daughter of the mill superintendent raises the 
flag on the pier as the steamer noses in and bedlam breaks loose . . . Cannon fire . . . bells ring . . . mill whistles shreak . . . 
people scream . . . the band plays “Garyland, My Garyland!” . . . and a "Rootin’ Tootin’ ” parade sweeps down Broadway. 
Gary must celebrate to-day, for to-morrow she starts making steel ! 


"STEEL- 

Red ore clawed from the earth . . . Flame, smoke, sweat and blood of a man. Sleeping slag from the mountains . . . STEEL. 
Men will stab and shoot with it, and make butter and tunnel rivers, and mow hay in swaths, and slit hogs and skin beefs, 
and steer airplanes around the world . . . STEEL • . . Might of the Multitude. 

"WAR TO END WARS" 

Rumblings of war across the ocean shake the world . . . they disturb the rhythmic roar of the steel mills . . . for. most of 
Gary’s population is foreign born, and minds turns to famililies left behind, across the seas. Bands of speakers are organ¬ 
ized and aided by the press put into immediate action a campaign to educate the foreign bom in the American way of 
life and foster American loyalty. Hundreds rush to become citizens at mass public ceremonies and then volunteer for duty 
in the services of their country. Gary fights fiercely, works fiercely, and its stacks belch smoke day and night. 

"ROARING TWENTIES" 

1927! Prosperity abounds! Real estate values soar! Business in Gary is booming! It is the era of flappers, bobbed hair, 
radio, talking pictures, and prohibition. Money flows like water and "Get-Rich-Quick” millionaires of the period are in 
their hey-day. Lindberg has just flown the Atlantic . . . the country is football mad . . . and everyone is dancing the 
"Bunny Hug” and the "Charleston”. 



"THE FIRES ARE BANKED" 

The Panic of Depression of 1929! Banks close . . . Factories shut down the roar of the mills is stilled! Perhaps no city 
in the country suffers more than Gary, dependent upon industry, and that a basic one. 

The Steel Corporation keeps as much going as possible and tries to pass the employment around among its workers. 
C.C.C. . . . P.W.A. . . . W.P.A. . : and then RECOVERY ! 

"HOLOCAUST" 

Again the furnaces roar ... the stacks belch smoke . and Gary surges forward. Then ... a great war cloud sweeps 
over Europe and engulfs the world All join the second crusade for Freedom . . Flames for Freedom leap skyward in 
Gary as the mills operate ‘round the clock sending materials across the sea to stem the tide of tyranny and bloodshed. 
Gary again breaks records in its contribution to the siege for freedom in that spirit that is America . . . That spirit that 
raised the flag on the rocky crest of I wo Jima. 

"FLAMES FOR FREEDOM" 

It is in that spirit that we face forward to meet the challenge of a changing world. We have enter^ the Atomic Age and 
stand on the threshold of a new frontier ... a new realm to conqueror . and conquered it shall be when a united 
people from many climes, banded together in work and achievement, loyalty and devotion, march forward as Flames for 

Freedom light the way. 

THE STAR SPANGLED BANNER 

We ask you our audience, to join in the singing of the Star Spangled Banner, after which the field lights will be turned on. 

PLEASE FOR YOUR SAFETY, remain in the stands UNTIL THE FIELD LIGHTS ARE TURN-ON.

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Visiting Scribe Tells of Gary in 1909 


Meanwhile, the new city grew apace. On April 3rd 
1909, a national magazine writer, after a visiting here 
described his impressions in The Survey; 

“Gary is not quite three years old. In April, 1906, the 
region was a waste of rolling sand dunes sparsely covered* 
with scrub oak and interspered with ponds and marshes. 
Today there is a great steel plant, covering approximately 
a square mile, equipped with a made-to-order harbor for 
the great ore freighters, and a town of 15,000 inhabitants, 
with fifteen miles of paved streets, twenty-five miles of 
cement sidewalks, two million dollars’ worth of residences 
completed and occupied, a sewer system, water and gas 
plants, electric lighting, a national and a state bank, six 
hotels, three daily and one weekly newspapers, two fine 
public schools, several substantial church edifices, ten 
denominations represented in church organizations, and 
many well-appointed stores and shops handling practically 
all the commodities that a good-sized city usually needs. 

“Situated on the main line of five great trunk railroads, 
no less than fifty trains a day stop at Gary, to say nothing 
of frequent service by interurban trolleys. 

“This mere enumeration is enough to show an astonish¬ 
ing growth from the wilderness of three years ago. A visit 
proves far more convincing. To walk two miles along a fine 
business street a hundred feet in width, well paved with 
granitoid, lined on both sides with eighteen-foot cement 
sidewalks and flanked by well-built fireproof business 
buildings; to be told that no more land is for sale on this 
thoroughfare; to glance up the side streets and see block 
after block of attractive residences; to watch the busy 
crowds hurrying back and forth on Broadway; and, above 
all, to talk with energetic business men of the place, who 
look you straight in the eye and quietly assure you that 
in a few more years this new capital of the steel industry 
will surpass Indianapolis as the largest city in Indiana — 
well, merely to spend a day in the place is to find incredul¬ 
ity vanishing as completely as the wilderness itself. 

Belief in Gary and its future as a community, then, 
rests upon the fundamental belief of the shrewd and far¬ 
sighted men directing America’s steel production, that this 
is the place at which to concentrate in one great plant the 
sum of all the best methods and processes elsewhere demon¬ 
strated — that here is the spot to embody the present acme 
of efficiency and economy in the making of steel. The 
thoroughness of this belief may be seen in the fact that, 
acting upon it immediately, the United States Steel Cor¬ 
poration without hesitation has poured out during the past 
two years $42,000,000 and soon will have spent a total of 
$75,000,000 to build its plant, create a harbor for its ore 
and fuel boats, and provide a town for its army of workers. 

“The story of how the plant has thus far been con¬ 
structed, how it has actually been cheaper to add to its 
site by filling in a part of Lake Michigan, how a river and 
a hundred miles of railroad track were incidentally shoved 
around so the site would fit the mill, how the very arrange¬ 
ment of the plant spells economy, how the route the stuff 
travels from ore to finished steel has been straightened out 
to save the delay of sharp curves and reversals of direction, 
how thrift has banished smoke and its waste, giving the 
town a by-product of sunshine, blue sky and clean air, how 
enormous power is gained from what were formerly the 
waste gases of blast furnaces, how ‘a thousand short cuts’ 
have been lumped into tremendous saving — the story of 
all this fascinates and thrills. 

“The belief of the United States Steel Corporation in 
this new location for great industrial development is meas¬ 
ured not alone by the great mill already beginning its 
work. To assure for decades to come space in which this 
mill and its various departments may expand, to provide 
sites for many subsidiary manufacturing plants which make 
large u.se of steel, and to make some provision for the 
population of workers, a great tract of merely twenty 
square miles has been acquired, the shore frontage on Lake 
Michigan being eight consecutive miles.”

Sandburg Writes of Gary 

(Continued from page 43) 

And some had bunches of specialized muscles around their 
shoulder blades hard as pig iron, muscles of their 
forearms were sheet steel and they looked to me like 
men who had been somewhere. 

About 15 years ago Carl Sandburg appeared before 
one of the service clubs in Gary and was asked if he re¬ 
called those particular verses. He didn’t at first, then re¬ 
called something about a mayor with “ice cream pants,” 
which were not exactly his original words. The poem was 
written in the summer of 1915. 

Local poets whooped it up back in the days when 
political campaigns featured old-fashioned stump oratory 
and torchlight parades. Rival factions had their campaign 
songs, as in the bitterly-contested first municipal election 
of 1909 when Gary Republicans to the tune of “My Wife’s 
Gone To the Country, ’ sang this ballad in praise of their 
candidate: 

We’re going to elect John Brennan, 

Hooray, Hooray! 

We think it best Knotts take a rest. 

That’s why we’re in the fray. 

We’re going to oust Dave Johnson, 

Hooray, Hooray! 

We’re through with rot and poppycock. 

Let’s rise and break away! 

Brennan, whose son, John, left the Post-Tribune years 
back to go into business, lost that election to Democrat Tom 
Knotts. But what an election it was. Knotts, of course, as 
president of the town board, controlled the police depart¬ 
ment. The Republicans controlled the sheriffs office. 

As feeling ran high on election eve Sheriff Grant and 
his deputies arrested every Gary police officer. They were 
bailed out, however, and spent the night sawing up 
lengths of window shade rods to be used as night sticks. 
Next day, half the men in Gary were deputized as special 
town marshals, the other half were armed as special 
deputy sheriffs. Governor Marshall, ordering the militia to 
stand by at nearby LaPorte in case real trouble developed 
in the armed camp that was Gary, was prompted to utter 
his famous line: 

“I wish Gary would slip off into Lake Michigan.” 

It also prompted A. W. Woodruff to compose the follow¬ 
ing:

Gary's Worst Tragedy—the 1918 Circus Train Wreck 


85 Killed, Hundreds Injured 
In Michigan Central Smash-Up 

The greatset single tragedy that ever occured in Gary 
was on the night of June 22, 1918, when a troop train 
plowed through four cars of the Hagenbeck-Wallace circus 
train near Clark road. 

Gas lights in the circus’ old wooden cars exploded 
causing a fire that burned for hours. * 

The death toll was 85. 

Doctors and ambulances from all over northern Indiana 
and Illinois were rushed to the scene. Thousands of persons 
were at the scene. Many Gary persons still preserve souve¬ 
nirs of that holocaust. 

This tragic wreck is remembered each year in a special 
memorial service by the Showmen’s League of America. 
Bodies of the victims, many burned beyond recognition, 
were interred in Woodlawn cemetery, 7600 Cermak Rd., 
Forest Park, Ill., in a special plot which was called Show¬ 
men’s Rest. 

The graves of many of the unknown dead are marked 
by stones bearing simply such legends as “Horse Driver,’’ 
or “Baldy.” Showmen’s Rest is a striking departure from 
cemetery arrangements. It is fianked by five white marble 
elephants — symbols of circus and carnival life. 

Although this cemetery was established in tragedy, it 
paved the way for the Showmen League’s great welfare 
program. 

Ben Hecht in his autobiography. Child of the Century, 
tells of being assigned by the Chicago Daily News to cover 
the circus performance in Beloit, Wis., the night after the 
fire. There he saw the assistant lion tamer clawed to death 
in the cages due to his grief-stricken condition. The night 
before at the fire this man had fired a bullet into the brain 
of the young lady lion tamer whom he loved, in order to 
end her sufferings. In the crash her body had been impaled 
by a beam.

Your assignment is a great challenge. You are first of 
all charged with the vision of those pioneers who were 
convinced and determined that Gary was to become the 
largest city in this state. In our time Gary moved into the 
position of second largest city in the state. Possibly in your 
generation the initial hopes of the founding fathers will oe 
realized and Gary actually will become Indiana’s No. 1 city. 

But bigness is not necessary to greatness, and the 
development of the very qualities of character, scholarship, 
service, and leadership which were stressed in the ritual 
of the Honor Society here today are more important than 
the piling up of material assets or of population gains. 

Of necessity the founders of Gary concentrated on the 
physical construction of Gary; now it is time to stress 
quality rather than size. 

We are all very proud that in 50 years this city’s 
population increased from zero to 160,000, that here we 
have the world’s largest integrated steel mill, the biggest 
cement plant, and other achievements of distinction. But 
we are more proud of signs that Gary is over its growing 
pains and that thoughtful men are directing their attention 
to a period of municipal maturity. The indications are every¬ 
where — the city’s preparations to launch a genuine slum 
clearance program, revision of our school system on the 
basis of up to date surveys, the tremendous investment in 
new quality home construction, the rise in private savings, 
the aggressive campaign of the Industrial Foundation to 
bring new industries to Gary, and the generous participa¬ 
tion in municipal affairs by both industry and organized 
labor. 

So the blueprints are being drawn for a better city. 
It is up to your generation to provide the leadership and 
the manpower to extend those plans and carry them 
through to glorious accomplishment.

(Continued from page 30) 

“Col. A. P. Melton joined the organization in April, 
taking over the engineering work of the Gary Land com¬ 
pany’s first subdivision. Broadway and 5th avenue were 
established and from this point the temporary bridge over 
the Grand Calumet was lined up, and north and south and 
east and west streets drawn. There followed the grading 
of streets and lots, and eventual laying of pavement, con¬ 
struction of buildings, sewer, water and gas lines and 
water tunnel.” 

A city now was in the making, according to careful 
plans that soon were to eliminate many of the clapboard 
shacks and tarpaper shanties that sprang up with the first 
influx of construction workers. 

“About June 1 W. P. Gleason, general superintendent, 
arrived and took charge of construction,” Rowley related. 
“He was followed by other employes and by July of 1906 
several thousand men, teams and grading machinery and 
equipment crowded plant and town sites.” 

There were no connections between the plant site and 
the town site in those days because of the Grand Calumt 
river which at high water was in many places 1,000 feel 
wide. At low water, Rowley recalled, it followed a tortu¬ 
ous path, connected throughout its length to innumerable 
sloughs and swamps where early natives caught game fish 
with ease. It became necessary to alter the very course of 
the river. 

Because of these conditions, the only route from plant 
to town site according to Rowley, was west to Clark road 
and east along the B. and O. right of way across the river, 
and then along its south bank to Broadway. “It required 
about six hours to go from Lake Michigan to the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad track at Broadway and to return, either afoot 
or on horseback,” Rowley recounted. 

There was water galore in Gary then. Long lake 
stretched for miles from Porter county all the way to Lake 
street in the older town of Miller. Now only pothole ves¬ 
tiges of it remain. The Little Calumet far to the south 
spread almost to the door of venerable Tolleston, which 
was almost a half-century old when Gary was founded. 
Little Gibson run, its source at 15th and Broadway, in 
springtime flooded out of its banks, making bridges use¬ 
less as it swept northwest through Jefferson park and 
roared inU) the Grand Calumet west of Buchanan street. 

There were three high dunes in the city then. The 
highest 33 feet above lake level, was north of the Wabash 
tracks between Washington and Adams. Another was on 
the site of the present Masonic temple, with only one yard 
less elevation, and the third highest stands unchanged in 
Jefferson park. 

Rowley was the first man here to build Gary, But there 
are those who would dispute his claim to being called the 
first citizen. Rowley himself in his notes tells of Louis A. 
Bryan, who when Rowley’s crew first arrived at what is 
now 23rd and Jefferson and “held large tracts of land south 
of the Pennsylvania railroad.” 

Indeed, at 22nd and Jefferson, in a building later taken 
over by Gary Railways. Bryan had located Gary’s first 
industry — a piano stool factory. Bryan in 1896 established 
the Calumet Advance, believed to be the first newspaper 
published on the site of Gary. He first petitioned for Gary's 
incorporation as a town, directed its first election and was 
the first town treasurer. 

Bryan was here first, had been a justice of peace and 
postmaster of the village of Calumet (1898-1906), and had 
even brought an industry to the area. 

But it was Rowley, Cutler, Reed and Morris who came 
here with the men, resources and the great vision needed 
to build the world’s greatest steel mill and a city whose 
population grew from nothing to 160,000 in the short space 
of 50 years.

The history of Gary should hold a special meaning for 
you because Froebel School is located on the lite of famous 
old Gibson house, the trail-side inn which* dated back to 
the days of the Indian. Other landmarks in this area which 
long pre-date the founding of Gary are Marquette park, 
where the great French explorer-priest rested one night in 
1675 from a trip on the Calumet river; the Kankakee river 
at the soi^thern end of Lake County which was an im¬ 
portant waterway link for the explorers seeking the Miss¬ 
issippi; the Bailly homestead east of Gary where Joseph 
Ballly traded with the Indians for the furs that helped 
to make John Jacob Astor a fabulously wealthy man, and 
a little farther eaat in Dunes state park was Little Fort 
where was fought one of the minor skirmishes of the 
revolutionary war. 

Actually, Gary well might have been the site of the City 
of Chicago, which in the beginning was only a tiny military 
post called Fort Dearborn. The army officer sent to locate 
the post was told to establish it on the most southern point 
of Lake Michigan, which would have come within our 
present corporate limits But tradition says that the officer 
had a sweetheart who was the daughter of a French trader 
living on the Chicago river, and he set up camp there so 
as to be near her. 

In the beginning Gary was nbthing but a succession of 
sand dunes and swamplands, a favorite hunting territory 
for wealthy Chicagoans who had one gun club on Lake 
Michigan near the present Gary works harbor, and another 
known as the Tolleston Gun Club which achieved a great 
deal of notoriety because of the frequent gun fights its 
guards engaged in with Tolleston natives who resented 
being ordered off their favorite hunting and fishing grounds.

Gary Works of National Tube Division dates from 1922 *when the land was acquired. Construction 
began that same year and in 1925 the mill was put into operation. It was built primarily to serve the 
Chicago and western market for pipe and casing. There were five butt mills, a 42" universal skelp mill, 
two skelp mills (14' and 16"), together with four lap weld mills covering a range of product 
from 3-Vi pipo and casing to 22" lap weld pipe. Two seamless mills were also built and operated. 
No. 1 seamless mill, which went into operation in 1925, represented the initial installation of the 
rotary rolling process for making large diameter pipe in this country. This mill was designed to rotary 
roll 16" to 24" seamless pipe. No. 2 seamless mill was completed early in 1931 for the production of 
3-Vi" to 8'Vb” seamless tubing. 

Later on that year production was discontinued at Gary and was not resumed until 1942. Then, 
because of national defense needs, facilities were provided for producing alloy tubing including air¬ 
craft frames, landing gears, tank pins, bearings, cylinders and rocket motors. In 1944 additional facilities 
were installed for the production of 5" rocket motor tubes at the rate of 25,000 per month and a little 
later this was increased to 50,000 per month. Upon cessation of hostilities in 1945 these operations 
were suspended. However, a program of rebuilding and expanding Gary Works for the production of 
Specialty Tubing was begun in 1946 and completed in 1950. This program included rebuilding of No. 
2 seamless hot mill, addition of No. 3 seamless hot mill, three electric weld mills, a stainless process¬ 
ing and finishing dejjartment and rearrangement of the finishing equipment. Later in 1950 work was 
started to install an extrusion press capable of producing stainless alloy tubing 1-Vi" to 6-Vi" O.D. in 
lengths up to 60 feet, as well as solid bars and sections of various shapes and grades of steel. The 
extrusion department was placed in operation in 1953. In 1954 customer requirements motivated the 
installation of a plastic pipe plant with facilities for producing Vi" to 6" plastic pipe. Initial operation 
of the first plastic extruder line was on September 27, 1954. 

Gary Works has enjoyed a steady upward growth since 1946 and is one of two plants of the 
National Tube Division of United States Steel Corporation engaged in the production of Specialty Steel 
Tubing. There are approximately 2,000 persons employed, and total area of the property is about 330 
acres on the shores of Lake Michigan about 35 miles east of Chicago.

The average earnings of steel employes has shot up 
proprotionately, from the old days of $2 a day for a 12- 
hour day. Blough has announced that the U. S. Steel em¬ 
ployes in Gary last year averaged $5,500 in wages. Tax ex¬ 
perts were amazed by the number of workers who by 
reason of overtime bonuses last year boosted their income 
into the $8,000 to $9,000 bracket. 

The Gary Chamber of Commerce business barometer 
points up a sharp increase of almost 8 percent in savings 
in the last year. Personal savings in Gary banks now total 
close to $50 million. 

It is not just U. S. Steel that is contributing to the cur¬ 
rent good times. Other industries and establishments have 
helped diversify employment in Gary and shore up the 
city’s economic defenses. 

The Budd Company, for example, employs 1,200 work¬ 
ers, in some months as many as 1,800, and its monthly 
payroll has on occasion gone over the $1 million mark. 

Gary Screw and Bolt Division of Pittsburgh Screw and Bolt 
Corporation, the Anderson Company, Standard Steel Spring 
Division of Rockwell Spring and Axle Company, Union 
Drawn Steel Division of Republic Steel, Reynolds Metals, 

Bear Brand Hosiery, Illinois Bell Telephone Company, Gary 
Railways, Northern Indiana Public Service Company, Dixie 
and Cloverleaf Dairies, Superior Construction Company, 
Young & Greenawalt company, Marbon Chemical Division 
of Borg-Warner Corporation, Jantus Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany, Arthur Winer, Inc., Gary-Hobart Water Corporation, 

Coca Cola Bottling Works — all are plants employing in¬ 
dividually from 100 to 1,000 employes in Gary. 

Taylor Forge Sc Pipe Works, Inc., is another major 
industry, employing upwards of 575 workers, which came 
to Gary as the result of a condition which Rosenau and 
officials of the Gary Industrial Foundation expect to bring 
other new industries to Gary — the plain fact that neigh¬ 
boring Chicago is just “busting out at the seams” and un¬ 
able to accomodate new industries. 

As a matter of fact, Gary itself has about reached the 
saturation point for heavy industry, in Rosenau’s opinion, 
and the Office of Defense Mobilization now frowns on 
placement here of large new industrial establishments. 
Nevertheless, the Chamber of Commerce executive points 
out Gary is getting new warehouses and numerous smaller 
plants, for which there still is abundant space in Gary. 

Besides hundreds of retail establishments, there is a 
growing number of plants in Gary that manufacturers 
everything from slag to coffins and employ anywhere from 
4 to 400 people in the production of a variety of products 
that would require pages to list. 

But Rosenau points out that Gary’s best hope for ex¬ 
pansion necessarily remains in the coming here of steel¬ 
using industries, which would thus be brought close to ^ 
their supply, 

He referred of course to expansion outside the family 
of U, S. Steel which itself has recently announced major 
plans for improvement and extension of its Gary facilities. 

Such programs help the community’s entire economy, ac¬ 
cording to Rosenau, who points out that “every time U, S. 

Steel adds a half-million tons of capacity to the output of 
Gary Works, the many more jobs created outside the steel 
plant add up to more than the number of jobs created in 
the basic production process.” 

Retail business in Gary, sparked by live-wire organ¬ 
izations of merchants downtown and in every district of 
the city, are increasingly enjoying the fruits of recognition 
of Gary as a great shopping center. Rosenau reports that 
more and more Gary is getting the trade of people from 
small communities to the east and south, like Hebron, De 
Motte, Valparaiso, Chesterton and Portage, and that re¬ 
sponsible merchandising practices are responsible. 

He estimates that the volume of retail business sales 
in Gary this year of Golden Jubilee will hit a peak of $225 
million, or about double the business of 1947.

At first the steel company had wanted nothing to do 
with establishing the town here. Its officers had seen what 
happened in company-dominated towns like Pullman, Ill., 
where excesses of pateralism had led to bitter, bloody feuds. 
It was A. F. Knotts again who persuaded Judge Gary and 
his fellow directors that it would be to the coronation’s ad¬ 
vantage to lend a hand in the building of a town, according 
to a definite plan — to help the town financially on its way 
without excessive domination of its people or interference 
with their government. Such evils as company stores were 
to be taboo. 

Finally, the corporation consented and organized the 
Gary Land company which helped Gary’s first settlers 
acquire homesites and homes. 

In this policy of co-operation between mill and town, 
until the latter could stand on its own feet. United Stales 
Steel corporation set a precedent which many other cor¬ 
porations were very slow to follow. However, today the 
Gary pattern is being followed in dozens of new com¬ 
munities springing up around the country. Such a plan 
makes it possible for a city to grow up in an orderly man¬ 
ner, with little need for depriving early settlers of such 
necessities as good water, streets and sewage. The cor¬ 
poration had the money to provide these things right from 
the start. They were turned over to private interests as 
soon as it was possible. 

So Gary has grown up, its matchless steel mills turn¬ 
ing out fabulous amounts of steel and its by-products, and 
the city slowly acquiring stature as a metropolitan center. 

We hope that you will join us this year in paying honor 
to the city’s founders. Your Golden Jubilee committee has 
had the cooperation of hundreds of individuals, firms and 
organizations in preparing a program which we hope will 
prove entertaining to you and instructive as well. 

The climax of our celebration will be from June 9th 
to June 17th. On June 9th we expect to have a parade in 
Gary that will pass for hours before a crowd of from 
150,000 to 200,000 people. The center of the celebration will 
be south Gleason park, where the big Jubilee exposition 
tents will be stretched, and in Gilroy Athletic Field, where 
for seven nights an historical pageant, Steel-O-Rama, will 
be presented. There will be separate days honoring religion, 
our youth, the fair sex, veterans, and old timers, and all 
the 54 nationality groups which compose our melting pot 
population. 

This is a community celebration we are planning, with 
activities for people of all ages. Older men are wearing 
beards. The ladies are sporting Jubilee Belle costumes. 
There will be nightly fireworks at Gilroy field. There will 
be public dances, games and contests. You may all help 
elect the young woman who will reign as queen of the 
Jubilee. At the steel mills there will be open house, which 
will give you all a chance to see for yourselves these giant 
mills which men come from all over the world to study.

Stations Tell Story 
of Steel City

At 133 W. Ridge Road, Leigh B. Plummer who started 
out with the Glen Park Herald has branched out for area 
circulation with the Tolleston Herald, Miller Herald and 
other weeklies in neighboring Hobart, East Gary and the 
Highland-Griffith-Munster area. 

Chicago papers vie avidly for Gary circulation. None 
now maintains a local bureau, but Bill Flanagan, who later 
became Adlai Stevenson’s press secretary, for a short time 
operated a bureau for the Daily News in the Gary building, 
5th and Broadway, and Harold Cross, Ed Brennan, Hugh 
Shanahan, Kirk Earnshaw, and Norm Hartmann once cover¬ 
ed all Gary and Lake county for the morning Examiner’s 
Indiana Edition, which had offices at 504 Broadway. Emil 
Bartos has covered Gary for the American for more than 
17 years and Tom Connor, a one-time Gary school teacher 
has been pounding the Gary-Calumet beat for the Tribune 
for the past 12 years. 

Radio news reporting came into its own with the 
launching of Station WWCA in Hotel Gary studios. Before 
that WIND which had its first studios in the Gary State 
(National) Bank building attracted nationwide attention 
with a highly fanciful account of a police dragnet during 
one phase of the Dillinger chase. Currently Station WGRY 
broadcasts from studios in the Lake hotel where once 
“Station Jackass” (WJKS) had held forth as Gary s pioneer 
broadcaster. “JKS” was originated by Thomas Johnson, of 
the Old Gay Mill Garden enterprise in Miller. Tom Costello 
published Gary’s first paper, the Northern Indianan. 

Carl Cooper started the Gary Evening News, a daily, 
in 1908. Carl labored mightily, gathered the news, wrote it, 
rushed it to South Chicago where it was printed, then 
dashed back with the copies under his arm ready for dis¬ 
tribution. But the News lived only a few months. 

Carl tried again in 1916 with the Gary Morning Journal 
but its fate w^as no better. 

The Lake County Democrat, published by the late 
Alfred Jones, pioneer Gary newspaperman, and A. M. Mc¬ 
Dermott, was printed in Hammond for about one year in 
1909. Jones, who later joined the Col. Walter J. Riley or¬ 
ganization, is credited with much of the early day wire 
service reports which, printed in newspapers all over the 
country, brought fame and immigrants to Gary. Jones, Roy 
Parry and Carroll Woods operated a news bureau. 

The Lake County (Hammond) Times published a Gary 
Edition in 1906, its local representative being C. O. Holmes, 
who became town clerk. 

The Gary Sun and the Gary Commonwealth were other 
early day papers. 

When the Gary Weekly Tribune made its appearance 
June 21, 1907, Gary was but a collection of shacks and 
tents in which lived the construction crews then building 
the steel mills. 

The Tribune's shanty office was near the present site 
of the South Shore railroad depot. Homer J. Carr and 
George Scott, Chicago newspapermen, were its founders. 
Carr continued as publisher of the paper until 1921 when 
he sold his interest to Toner. 

The Gary Evening Post w’as established as a daily 
newspaper October 3. 1909, by the late Tom Cannon and 
Frank B. Patrick with the financial backing of Mayor 
Thomas E. Knotts. The four-page political paper was print¬ 
ed in the basement of the Knotts building. 7th and Broad¬ 
way.

Cannon was editor and Patrick, publisher. Cooper 
joined the staff as did Miss Frances Patton and A. Howard 
Bell, late auditor of the Gary School system. On March 1, 
1910, the Snyders bought a controlling interest. Patrick 
returned to his home in Ohio but Cannon remained a 
member of the Post, and later Post-Tribune staff until his 
death in 1936. 

Beloved old Tom Cannon was 87 when he died in 
August, 1936, closing out a newspaper career that had 
begun 64 years before. In The Gary-Post-Tribune his 
colurrm “Flue Dust’’ and “Lud Wrangler’’ letters enjoyed 
great popularity. Toward the end of his career, much of 
the work of his column was taken over by Erwin Crewe 
Rosenau, who had been one of his most enthusiastic con¬ 
tributors. 

The Gary Newspaper Guild after two abortive attempts 
to organize in prior years, was finally successful in estab¬ 
lishing a permanent union for editorial workers in Gary 
on Dec. 13, 1941. First officers were Edward R. Brennan, 
chairman; Stephen Ripley, controller; Mary Lou Wardley, 
secretary, and Charles Smith, Frank Brunckhorst and John 
Chester, other members of the executive committee. 

The Guild which had strong backing from the CIO, 
with which it was affiliated; the Steelworkers’ and Oil 
Workers’ unions and the Hammond Newspaper Guild, and 
moral support from the A. F. of L. and printers’ union, won 
an NLRB election and later a contract with the Gary Post- 
Tribune which has been regularly renewed. 

Present officers of the Guild, all Post-Tribune staffers, 
are Paul Schuette, president; Carrol Vertrees, 1st vice- 
president; Terry O’Rourke, 2nd vice-president; Terry Schu¬ 
ette, secretary; Bob Dault, treasurer, and Eugene Borden 
and George Crawford, executive board members at large.

early spring beauty was picked for our camp. One well we 
located near where the Lake Shore interurban depot is now. 
We then walked down to the spot which A. F. designated as 
the heart of the business district of the future city. “This 
will be 5th Avenue and Broadway,” said A. F. We thought 
the occasion was important enough to take a picture of the 
scene. A comparison of it with Broadway today reveals 
the wonderful transformation. Mr. Bick didn’t know then 
that he was standing on the site of a five-story office 
building. 

Before long the work of cutting down the trees was 
started, the place being a veritable wilderness of scrub 
oaks and stunted pines. On May 22 the trail to the south¬ 
ward was begun, to a width of 100 feet. That was the begin¬ 
ning of Broadway. By the latter part of April a dozen tents 
made up the settlement. I had moved my family over from 
Hammond on May the 4th. Our boys had been overjoyed 
at the prospect of hunting and fishing. When Oliver Holmes 
now president of the South Side Trust and Savings bank, 
came to town we took him in to our tent as a boarder. 

May was a busy month. By June we had a population 
of 365 and in early July we were incorporated. John Sears, 
Millard Caldwell and I were elected trustees and Louis A. 
Bryan was treasurer. Later A. C. Huber and P. Fitzgerald 
were made Justices of the Peace. The trustees elected me 
their president. We named Frank Chambers town marshal. 
Bert Bowser who is now connected with the Panama-Pacific 
exposition guards had been a special officer under A. F. and 
at first he was the only representative of the law we had in 
camp. 

Late in June W. P. Gleason arrived to take charge oi 
the building of the steel plant north of the river. That sum¬ 
mer was one of great activity. Gary’s population increased 
each day and a rough and ready set came in with the con¬ 
struction camps. At first there was no place to stay unless 
you put up your own tent or shack and food was not easily 
obtained. Then Major John McFadden came out from 
Chicago and started a “hotel’* which was a long shack. Pat 
Fitzgerald started an eating house and Frank Warne started 
the first store. I had been named postmaster and Uncle 
Sam’s business was transacted in a small two story frame 
building that stood at what is now 3rd Ave. and Broadway. 

By fall we had 3,000 persons in the settlement and Gary 
began to improve by the erection of many fine shacks. My 
family lived in the tent until November when we built a 
shack over the tent and took the tent down inside. 

It was no easy task keeping the camp in order and 
Marshal Chambers needed help. Joe Martin who was later 
city chief of police was one of his assistants. There were 
many children among the new families so we needed a 
school. The trustees had a building put up and Ora L. 
Wildermuth was hired as schoolmaster. When our town 
had grown larger William A. Wirt had come to “look the 
town over” and after listening to his progressive ideas 
about school, I hired him to be the new superintendent. 

During the summer I had made a good deal of money 
selling real estate. I remember offering Kemper K. Knapp, 
counsel for the Illinois Steel Co. a lot for $50. He refused 
and a few weeks later it brought several thousand dollars. 
A. P. Melton, the town engineer, was quite indignant when 
I offered to sell him lots on South Broadway at $100 each. 
He said he wouldn’t give $10 for them. Six weeks later 
those who owned them got $500 a piece for them. 

Eighteen months after Gary had been founded we had 
a modern city of 10,000. Our conveniences included fine 
residences, the finest hotel in northwestern Indiana, two 
theaters, a telephone system, water works, electrical lights, 
a University Club held formal balls and we were wearing 
full dress suits and evening gowns. 

Those who scoffed at Gary were silent when in Decem¬ 
ber, 1908. the blast furnace began to make iron. Gary had 
now become an actuality. 

. . . And that was Mr. Tom Knotts' first-hand account of the founding 
of Gary.

S7,870,000-ln Cash!

“He directed me to find what the said lands could be 
purchased for. We agreed that the best mode of procedure 
was for me to secure from the owners the right to sell their 
lands as a broker, and that Judge Gary would be my 
prospective purchaser, and that no one shotild know to 
whom the lands were to be sold. So that no check or drafts 
could be traced, the lands were to be paid for in cash. I 
believe that at the time of securing the 12,000 acres of land, 
no one knew of the efforts being made except Judge Gary 
and perhaps in a general way his board of directors, E. J. 
Buffington, president of the Illinois Steel Company, G. G. 
Thorp, the chief mechanical engineer, Messrs. K. K. Knapp, 
and Judge Haynie, Chicago attorneys, and myself.” 

$7,870,000 IN CASH 

What a fantastic amount of cash it was that A. F. 
Knotts handled in the acquisition of the Gary land, even 
at the low prices that prevailed until he was half-way 
through his negotiations. 

In his first transaction Knotts bought 3,714 acres at 
$350 an acre. He paid over — in cash — $1,300,000. Next 
he bought 1,500 acres for $525,000. For transactions No. 3 
the price went up to $600 an acre. Knotts paid $420,000 
for 700 acres in that deal. 

By this time the Armours, Holts and others who owned 
the land were wise that someone big was buying up this 
swampland. They didn’t know who it was but the price 
went up to $1,500 an acre. At this price Knotts paid in a 
single transaction $4,500,000 in cash for 3,000 acres, and his 
final big deal was handing over $1,125,000 for 750 acres at 
the same price. 

That brought the total cash paid by Knotts to acquire 
9,664 acres for U. S. Steel to a cool $7,870,000 in cash, prob¬ 
ably the biggest cash transaction in real estate in Indiana 
history! 

A. F. Knotts never did move his residence to Gary, but 
maintained home and office in Hammond, as did Louden 
L. Bomberger who was Gary’s first city attorney “on loan ’ 
from the neighboring city. Incidentally, it was Hammond 
banks also that helped finance the municipality of Gary 
in its early days, before its tax collections were organized. 

A. F. and Tom Knotts, each destined to serve as mayor 
of two of Indiana’s major cities, both closely connected 
with the Gary Land company and its origin, brothers and 
men of adventurous spirit, nevertheless were of opposite 
political faith. A. F. was a Republican until his death in 
Yahkeetown, Fla., which he founded as a sort of resort 
center for sportsmen and which he also served as mayor. 
Tom was a living, breathing, fighting Democrat all his life. 


Commercial Club 

The Gary Commercial Club, which many years 
later was to be re-named the Gary Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, was organized in August, 1907, by 100 pioneer 
businessmen. The officers were Capt. H. S. Norton, 
president; George D. Bardon, secretary; W. H. Fitz¬ 
gerald, vice-president; E. C. Simpson, treasurer, and 
H. F. MacCracken, A. R. Hoover, E. E. Geisel and M. 
N. Goodnow, directors.

Because of their activities, the Knotts brothers were 
subjected to good-natured ribbing, as in the following lines 
by Wilbur Nesbit, which were published in the first issue 
of the Gary Tribune: 

HEART OF GARY 

And Mars is subdivided too 
And the astronomers have sold it. 

For Gary’s heart has grown so big 
This little earth can’t hold it. 

And way up yonder in the north. 

The pines are clustered there, 

They said this must be in Gary’s Heart 
For the Knotts are everywhere. 

The pun-in-check author had reference to the Knotts’ 
elastic concept of what was the “heart” of the burgeoning 
community. Tom Knotts could not tolerate anyone setting 
limits to Gary’s physical potential. During his pioneer ad¬ 
ministration the south city limts were fixed at 45th and 
Broadway, and the late J. J. Kelley recalled how in 1907 
Mayor Tom made a famous crossing. 

As builders moved south across the Wabash tracks and 
beyond 9th avenue toward their tracks at 20th, the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad decided that Gary had spread far enough. 
The railroad didn’t want a public street across its tracks 
and moved a line of boxcars directly across Broadway. 
This was to be a final barrier to the city’s southward ex¬ 
tension — but they reckoned without Tom Knotts. 

Knotts, the genial commander in chief, organized a 
small army of real estate men, business men, idlers and 
saloon keepers who gathered at the Pennsylvania cross¬ 
ing. He set them to work felling trees to be used as pries 
to lift the boxcars off the tracks. There was free beer for 
everyone and Kelley recalled it was the first picnic ever 
held on South Broadway “and it was a merry one.” 

With the trees, the men lifted the railroad cars off the 
tracks and dumped them into a ditch, removing the trucks 
later with block and tackle, until the way was cleared 
completely, “giving the people of Gary a view of the high¬ 
lands in the Ridge Road territory.” J. J. Kelley looked with 
more than ordinary interest in that direction because he 
became one of the big developers of the Ridge Road - Glen 
Park section.
